It blew with some vio- 
lence, and from 10 A. M. the day was cloudy, with a hazy atmosphere.—I'hc ^reut 
proportion of clear and serene weather in this month, has been favorable to Indian 
Corn, and to Fruit.—Of Apples, the quantity in this State is 50 per cent below an 
average of ten years. 
This may be attributed »0 the fogs and rains, which happcred 
tor several days in succession when the trees were in bloom. 
Of three Crop», 
which are the staple products of the south part of the State of Rhode-Uland, theie 
i» a failure of one-half in the Barley and Potatoes, and perhaps an increase of one* 
quaiter in the Corn. If we wanted more testimony to an established fact, we should 
adduce this new proof, that Burley and Potatoes cannot bear heat and drought Uko^ 
Corn. 
It is only of late years, that the second of these products has become her« 
an unporiant bi'anch of a;;ricultural industry, and we now estimate the quantity of 
Potatoes exp<iried Irom tnik Island, to exceed a yearly average of Thirty I housuud 
Bushels, and tnis ratio is fa^t increasing
